WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Treasury Department 
said today just under $8 billion was transferred to an 
escrow account as a final step in the lengthy negotiations 
for freeing the American hostages in Iran. At 1:16 a,m. 
MST, a Telex machine in the Treasury Department 
finished clacking out the final authorization to transfer 
billions of dollars to the escrow account in London. 

Treasury Secretary G. William Miller, who spent his 
second consecutive night at the department, called 
President Carter nt the White House to inform him that 
the transaction, after days of frustrating delays, finally 

was ready to go.

banks - also were standing by at the Treasury to receive 
the word. Until they got formal orders from the U.S. and 
Iranian governments to transfer the funds, the prudent 
bankers would not make a move. 

State Department officials said more than half of the 
money Is to be used by Iran to repay loans made to Iran in 
years past by American banks, 

Once the formal authorization was flashed by phone to 
the banks, most of the transaction was carried out quickly 
by electronics. Iranian assets held by U.S. banks were 
electronically transferred by computers, through ac- 
counts at the Federal Reserve, to London.

The 52 American hostages will take 
varying times to adjust to freedom 
and after the welcoming ceremonies 
are over may feel depressed and turn 
resentful toward the United States, 
psychological experts predict. 

Individual ability lo cope and fami- 
ly support will be major factors in the 
hostages' successful readjustment, 
said Lt. Col. Robert Worthlngton. a 
psychologist at Brooke Army Medical 
Center inSan Antonio, Texas. 

"As human beings, we tend to 
respond to the demands that arc 
placed upon us," said Worthlngton, 
who was Involved in a five-year 
followup sludy of Army prisoners of 
war. 

."The hostages' coping skills have 
had many demands placed on them 
and, depending on those skills, some 
will bounce right back, and some will 
experience difficulties," Worthlngton 
said. 

During extended incarceration, 
captives often exaggerate realities 



and forget others, the psychologist 
saldrTheywlIl remember their loved 
ones In an Idealized setting and tend to 
suppress family problems. ~ 

Family members need to un- 
derstand the weight of these de- 
mands, be patient and understanding 
and not read anything into the actions 
of the hostages that are not there, 
Worthlngton said. Los Angeles 
psychiatrist Alfred Coodley said the 
returned hostages "may feel that they 
were more comfortable In Iran." 

"In a sense, the hostages may be 
worse off than the Vietnam prisoners 
of war because at least the POWs 
knew their government was at war 
and the endwas not necessarily In 
sight." Coodley said. 

"The hostages probably have been 
unable to understand why'lhe Ameri- 
can government couldn't get them out 
of Iran," he said. 

Any subsequent bad feelings they 
may harbor towards the United Stales 
will make it much more difficult for 
them to readjust, said Dr. Roy

NEW YORK (UPI) - A Joint U.S.-Iranlan arbitration 

Eanel is to be established within the next 90 days to settle 
illions of dollars worth of claims American corporations 
have filed against Iran for contracts made during the 
regime of thetate shah, 

under terms of the agreement . for the release of the 
American hostages, the United States government is 
obligated to nullify all public and private claims against 
Iran now pending in U.S. -courts and to establish a 
nine-member tribunal with Iran to adjudicate those 
claims. 

Constitutional law experts say there is legal precedent 

Soingback tothetlmeof-President-Frankiinflooseveit-for 
le government to order private claims against another 
country turned over to third-party arbitration. The issue 
nevertheless is expected to arouse considerable con- 
troversy as well as a flurry of legal challenges over 
whether the president has authority to override the 

courts. - 

"I've never heard of anything so ridiculous," said 
Herman Blum, president of Dallas-based Herman Blum 
Consulting Engineers Inc., which has a si. 5 million suit 
against Iran. ''I understand there are 52 people on the 
other end of this but why should 300 companies pay for it." 

Over the past 14 months, 334 lawsuits have been filed 
against Iran by American corporations, according to 
Leonard Andrews, who publishes Iranian Assets Litiga- 
tion Reporter, a semi-monthly newsletter which tracks 
developments in the suits for subscribers who pay $1,800 a 
year. 

Although the total dollar figure of those claims has 
never been determined, Andrews says $4 billion in claims 
were officially "attached" by court orders to Iranian 



assets which had been frozen in the United States until 
Tuesday when most of those assets were to have been 
transferred to Iran. Since the money has been transferred 
out of U.S. hands, the claims which were "attached" to 
Iranian assets as collateral are, for all practical purposes, 
no longer attached. 

The U.S.-Iranian agreement, however, did establish a 
"special interest-bearing security account" In the Bank of 
England in which .Jl billion of Iran's assets was to be 
deposited Tuesday and out of which claims would be paid 
by the arbitration panel. " 
Harvard University Law Professor Laurence H. Tribe, 
-wideiy-known-constitutional law-expert,- said there-fs- 
"substantial precedent" particularly in agreements with 
"post-revolutionary governments" for forcing private 
U.S claims against another government to be turned over 
to third-party arbitration. 

Perhaps the most famous Is the LItvlnov-Roosevelt 
agreement of 1933, which was negotiated when President 
Roosevelt decided to recognize the Soviet Union. The 
agreement between the two countries provided thai court 
claims filed by individuals and corporations be settled 
only through a Joint tribunal. 

Nevertheless, since such vast sums of money arc 
involved In the Iran claims. Tribe said many companies 
may end up filing suit against the U.S. government If they 
find the tribunal settlements Inadequate. 

Under the U.S.-Iran agreement, the tribunal Js to 
consist or nine members with each country appointing 
three members within the next 90 days. Those members 
would then mutually appoint another three. The tribunal 
is tentatively expected lo convene in The Hague, The 
Netherlands.

The late Shah Mohammed Reza 
Pahlavl once called himself no richer 
than "an American millionaire." But 
the regime of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini claims he amassed one of 
the largest personal fortunes in the 
world by plundering Iran's coffers of 
billions of dollars. 

Just how much money the late shah 
and his family succeeded in getting 
out of Iran before he was toppled from 
the Peacock throne in 1979 may take 
years to determine - if it ever will be 
known. 

But some financial sources suggest 
thai the Pahlavi family did manage to 
accumulate a fabulous fortune com- 
parable to the greatest family 
treasuries In the oil-rich Middle East.

He 
said his personal fortune did not 
exceed $100 million and may have 
dwindled to nearer S50 million and 
described himself as no richer "than 
an American millionaire". 

Still, it is clear the shah and his 
family funncled tens of millions of 
dollars and perhaps much more into 
the International financial system 
before fleeing Iran. Some financial 
sources have suggested that his fami- 
ly wealth is rivaled in the Mideast 
only by the fortunes of the royal Saud 
family of Saudi Arabia and the ruling 
al-Saoah family of Kuwait.

Canadians detail how they smuggled 6 out

tant captors caused everyone 
"extreme mental stress. 

Soon after their . seizure, the 
hostages were blindfolded and. 
paraded before those same screaming 
crowds. They also were forced to sit 
for hours facing blank walls, their 
hands bound and ordered not to talk. 
Weeks passed before they were untied 
and allowed toe humble human luxu- 
ries of conversation, reading a book 
and playing cards. 

Most hostages soon spent much of 
their time thinking about families and 
friends half a world away. 

Diplomatic protests mounted but 
few Western countries were willing to 
invoke economic sanctions. Too many 
industrial nations depended on Iran 
. and Its Moslem allies for crude oil and . 
would not risk their petroleum- 
dependent economies for praise from 
toe United States. 

After much frustrated diplomatic 
effort, including appeals to toe World 
Court, Carter froze $8 billion worth of 
Iranian assets ln the United States 
and refused to export military spare 
parts or other nigh technological 
equipment to Iran. 

in a surprise move a dozen days 
after the embassy takeover. Kho- 
meini's regime ordered the militants 
to release 13 women and black 
hostages who were "not Involved in 
spying." Two women and one black 
Inexplicably remained hostage. 

Khomeini said all white American 
men were "skilled spies" and would 
be held until the'retum of the shah. 
His rhetoric grew more strident and 
he charged that toe embassy was a 
"den. of corruption" and a "den of 
spies." 

What anaylsts later were to call" 
"Khomeini' contagion""- swept~toe _ 
Islamlc world. Religious fanatics 
seized the most holy of shrines, the 
Grand Mosque, in Mecca, Saudi 
Arabia. Khomeini charged ln a radio 
broadcast that "America and its col- 
ony, Israel." were responsible. 



As Weeks 01 charges and coiiiF 
tcrcharges passed and Americans 
wondered whether the hostages would 
ever be freed, President Carter and 
his team of special advisers decided a 
rescue effort was practical and neces- 
sary. 

After practice attempts at the 
top-secret "Area 51" in the Nevada 
Desert and aboard the nuclear carrier 
Nlmltz ln the Indian Ocean, an elite 
anti-terrorist force was declared 
ready. The military said the plan had 
an excellent chance for success. 

Carter gave toe go-ahead for the 
daring rescue mission on April 24. 

SixC-130 Hercules transport planes 
flew from Egypt, made a rest stop on 
the Gulf of Oman, then a rendezvous 
In the desert near Tabas, 200 miles 
southeast of Tehran, where they were 
to refuel eight RH-53 helicopters. 
^The_hellcopters,_ carrying 90 men 
who had trained at Fort Bragg, N.C., 
took off from the Nlmltz on a 500-mile 
flight mostly across desert, to the 
refueling point. 

Prom there, the helicopters, each 
capable of carrying 55 passengers, 
were to fly to a mountain hideout near 
Tehran and the rescuers would drive 
the next day to Tehran In trucks and 
other vehicles, attacking the embassy 
with automatic weapons and using 
incapacitating gas if necessary. The 
raiders, hostages and presumably 
their Iranian agents and helpers 
would then be picked up by helicop- 
ters and taken to a new rendezvous 
with the C-130S outside Tehran for a 
flight to freedom. 

But toe mission was aborted 
because of toe failure of three 
helicopters. 

One developed trouble with Its 
gyros while flying through a 
"sandstorm" or dust cloud (pilots do 
not -know - which )rA- second came 
downon enemy-territory shortofthe 
rendezvous point for unexplained 
mechanical reasons and its crew was 
rescued by Its buddy aircraft. A third 
chopper developed hydraulic pro- 
blems.

The war raged with air attacks by 
both countries on economic and civil- 
ian targets and hand-to-hand fighting 
for key oil centers in Iran's south- 
western region. Especially hard- 
fought battles centered on Abadan 
andKhurramshahr. 

Carter signed into law legislation 
that made education and health 
benefits available to the hostages and 
other U.S. citizens taken captive 
overseas. The law also exempted the 
hostages from federal taxes while In 
captivity. 

In Cairo, the shah's eldest son, 
Reza, proclaimed himself shah on his 
20toblrtodayOct.31. , 

Tehran Radio said Khomeini's 
terms for freeing toe hostages were 
"Just." It said "toe release of thejspy 
hostages should not be interpreted as 
an unjust act" or "a cowardly-act"-- 
because the Americans "have spent a 
year of punishment under toe peoples' 
control. 

The lengthy, unusual broadcast said 
Khomeini and toe Iranian people 
"have drafted a just method for the 
release of the hostages. This is tangi- 
ble and Is made clear by the demands 
Imposed on the USA." 

On the 365th day, Sunday Nov. 2, 
I960, Iran's parliament voted over- 
whelmingly to free oil 52 hostages If 
Washington met four conditions pre- 
viously outlined by Khomeini. It was 
strongly suggested the captives would 
be freed In stages. 

"Should the carrying out of some of 
these conditions require a longer 
period of time ... In return for carry- 
ing out each condition, a number of 
criminals will be freed at toe discre- 
tion of the Iranian government," 
Tehran Radio Bald. 
-The Majlis' vote followed by a day 
broadcasts by Tehran Radio and an 
editorial ln the Islamic Republic 
newspaper calling for toe release of 
the hostages. "~ " — 

Iran's parliamentary speaker con- 
cluded the debate by saying: 

"We have shown the world that once 
we have got our rights we will free the 
hostages. Any delay In this from today 
is toe responsibility of the United 
States." 

President Carter was informed of 
toe development at 4 a.m. and broke 
off his final weekend campaign swing 
at Chicago and flew back to toe White 
House. 

"We will respond, to.. toe . Iranian, 
action In accordance with American 
law," said White House press secre- 
tary Jody Powell. 

Secretary of State Muskie said no 
decision will be made "until we un- 
derstand the fine print." He said 
Khomeini's four conaltions— toe U.S. 
must return the shah's wealth, cancel 
all U.S. claims against Iran, guaran- 
tee no U.S. military or political in- 
tervention in Iran, and free all Iranian 
funds — "could" provide the basis for 
working out an agreement."

warned Reagan not' to heed advice 
from the "Zionist clique." 

But Reagan was not cowed by the 
threats.

Controversy also swirled around 
statements over Iranian assets held In 
the United States. One new element 
was that toe United States would 
deposit into an Algerian escrow ac- 
count $2.5 billion of the Iranian assets- 
held by the Federal Reserve in addi- 
tion to (4 billion held by U.S. banks, 
abroad. 

The escrow account would be made; 
up of that amount of U-S.-controlle* : 
Iranian assets that were free of 
claims and suits. Iran would be able to" 
draw on the account as soon as'the 
hostages were released. 

On the hostages' 43€th day of captiv- 
ity, a top Tehran diplomat told United 
Press International that Iran's $24 
billion demand was being dropped 
and final financial proposals would be 
forthcoming within 48 hours. 

Just four days before President 
Carter's self-imposed deadline of Jan. 
16, Prime Minister Rajai said the 
hostages "may be freed soon" and 
Iran's parliament met ln special 
session. 

The Majlis passed a bill that 
allowed International arbitration of 
financial and legal claims between 
Tehran and Washington. The measure 
restricted claims by U.S. companies 
against Iran to those dating from 
before toe February 1979 revolution In 
Iran, but appeared to clear toe way 
for an end to toe hostage crisis. 

And, Khomeini gave his OK for 
Algeria to be toe go-between -In-the- 
rmal negotiations. 

Debate on_a second bill for na- 
tionalization of 'the late shah's wealth . 
was postponed. The delay, however; 
was not seen as crucial to a hostago 
deal. 

In Algiers, Christopher waited for . 
the last link in a hostage release deal 
— Iran's formal response on letting 
the captives go. Iran's response came 
on the 439to day of the crisis. Jan. 15. 

In Its rug-merchant tradition, Iran 
proposed a new procedure for aiding 
in the return of the frozen assets in 
U.S. banks around the world.

Laughing and crying and still not quite believing it, 
the 52 American hostages flew to freedom Tuesday, 
their liberty bought with 18 billion in frozen Iranian 
assets in the final hoursof Jimmy Carter's presidency.

■ For the hostages, some looking dazed but all 
appearing fit, the seven-hour flight from Iran was the 
first time they had been together In a group in the 14 
months ol their ordeal.

-TWIN-FALLS — The yellow ribbons 
on trees around town will soon be 
coming down, Those who put them up 
won't be sad to sec them go. 

"It's fabulous," said Mac Mayer of 
Twin Falls, In reaclfon to reports the 
hostages were en route to Algiers. - 

Since November, which marked a 
year of captivity for the 52 Ameri- 
cans, Mayer has decorated his Ad- 
dison Avenue real estate business 
with dozens of yellow ribbons as a 
reminder of the continuing crisis. 

Now, "everybody's jazzed" Mayer 
reports, "although "I will feel better 
when the hostages are on our soil." So 
until then, the yellow ribbons will 
remain up. 

Other Magic Valley residents 
reacted with Jubilation to news of the 



hostages: "I should say 'ex-hostages,' 
" one happily remarked. 

"I am very pleased. It's been a long 
wait lor the families," said Ann 
Cover, Twin Falls County Com- 
mission chairman. Her remark was 
typical of many whose first thought 
was for the hostages' families. 

Most of the persons contacted by the 
Times-News felt the agreement free- 
ing the hostages did not rcprcsent-a- 
"cop-out" by AmericanoIIicials. 

"From what I can gather from the 
news media ... we released the 
assets that were frozen and nothing 
else," said Barbara Justice, president 
of the League of Women Voters. "As I 
understand, they've given us back our 
people and we ve given them back 
their money." 

William Rose, adjunct of the Amer- 
ican Legion Post No. 7, also felt the 
agreement was fair. 

"If we gave them back their legal 



assets and they' returned our people, 
It's a fair trade." he said. "It does not 
diminish the Illegal action of Iran, • 
Like any other crime, (the fact) 
restitution has been made doesn't 
diminish Ihe magnitude of the 
crime." 

"I'm delighted to see the thing come 
to an end. Iwlsh our humiliation was 
(also) erased." 

- Henry Lytle, commander- of the 
Disabled American Velerans, 
Chapter 5, took another view of tho 
hostages' freedom. "They should 
have been released on Day One," he 
asserted. "Day One we should have 
went over and done something and not 
prolong it like this." 

Twin Falls Mayor Hank Woodall 
expressed delight at the release, but 
"the thing that was Irritating and 
frustrating was the game they played 
with 52 American lives for so long.' 1 

Notine Iran was not the most popu- 



lar of nations among Americans pres- 
ently, "We hope someday to return 
the favor, so to speak," he added. 

Woodall, however, was not overly 
troubled at the conditions for release. 
What "bums me up a little" was the 
way In which the hostages were ma- 
nipulated by the Iranian government, 
he said. 

Others interviewed expressed 
dismay at the length of the captivity. 
Justice said, "Ifeel badly that the 
..United Nations does not have more 
power. The League worked for the 
formation of the United Nations and to 
encourage its ongoing ability to nego- 
tiate. It's sad they weren't able to do 
more." 

Many of those Interviewed attribute 
the change in Iran's position to the 
incoming Reagan administration.

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Seven die in plane crash near Spokane 



SPOKANE (UPI) - A twin-engine commuter airplane 
on the final approach to Spokane International Airport 
struck a fog-shrouded hill Tuesday and plunged to the 
ground below, exploding in flames and killing seven of the 
nine persons aboard the craft. 

The burning wreckage of the Cascade Airways 
Beecbcraft 99 was found in a wooded valley only about 
three miles from the end of the runway. 

The two survivors, who apparently escaped death when 
they were thrown clear of the wreckage on Impact, were 
Identified as James Eagle, 37, Spokane, and Steven 
Tarnoff, 30, Federal Way, Wash. Eagle was listed in 



critical condition 'with multiple fractures and hums. 
Tarnoff was in stable condition. 

"When I got here, there were two men lying outside the 
plane by this tree and the fuselage was completely 
engulfed In flames, as was most of the right wing," said 
Washington State Patrol Trooper Keith Campbell, who 
was one of the first on the scene. 

"I tried to get the flames down as much as possible io 
see Inside the plane, but once my fire extinguisher ran 
out, they flared up again." _ 

Firemen used foam to put the fire out, and then 
showered the wreckage with water, exposing a blackened. 



smoldering heap of metal. The bodies of the seven victims 
were burned beyond recognition. 

Names of the victims were being withheld pending 
positive Identification and notification of next of kin. 

"It came down real hard," said Randy Sunderland, who 
was also quickly on the scene. "It apparently burst into 
flames immediately because every thing-was engulfed.'- - 

Sunderland said paramedics treated the two survivors 
for about five to 10 minutes before rushing them to 
separate Spokane-hospitals in National Guard helicop- 
ters. 

The plane was on the final leg of a flight that had 



hopscotched its way across the state earlier Tuesday, 
beginning in Seattle and making stops In life cities of 
Yakima and Moses Lake, when it disappeared off a 
Spokane radar screen. 

There was no indication of any problem in the last radio 
contact between the plane and the airport tower shortly 
bcforetheii:2Sa.m.PSTcrash. 

Floyd Creasman, the airport director, said the plane 
"should have been at least 3,500 feet above the ground at 
that point In Its approach, but failed to clear the last hill 
before the runway.

Full Senate begins confirmation 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Reagan, in one of his first official 
actions, formally nominated his Cabi- 
net Tuesday, only minutes after the 
inauguration. 

The Senate called a mid-afternoon 
session to begin confirming his 
choices. 

Reagan signed the commissions for 
the 13 members of the Cabinet and for 
four appointed to Cabinet-level posts 
at a brief ceremony in the small but 
ornate President's Room, Just oft the 
Senate chamber. 

Seated behind an antique table cov- 
ered with green felt, Reagan signed 



each of the nomination papers with a 
separate, felt-tipped pen embossed 
with a replica of the president's 
signature. The pens will be presented 
tolhc nominees. 

"I am happy to act In this historic 
room,, a sign of what I hope will be 
full cooperation between Congress 
and the executive branch," Reagan 
said. 

All of Reagan's nominees appeared 
certain of confirmation — Including 
his most controversial appointment, 
Alexander Haig as secretary of State. 

Raymond Donovan, the 50-year old

The bone marrow was removed by 
two long needles from her hips and 
Mrs. Smith, who was under sedation 
during the procedure, was reported 
resting comfortably in her room at 
Rainbow Babies' and Children's Hos- 
pital, part of the giant'Case Western 
Reserve University Hospital com- 
plex. 

A hospital spokeswoman noted the

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The fund can be used for emergency 
response and long-term remedial 
cleanup If the responsible party Is 
unknown, unwilling or undlu> to clean 
up Unhazardous substances. 

The order gives primary responsi- 
bility for response and cleanup activi- 
ties to the administrator of the 
Environmental Protection AEency -

becomes too expensive because of a 
damaging frost in Florida, a home 
economics professor says. 

Fradcrfca Kramer of Indiana State 
University said consumers need not . 
worry too much immediately about 
/-The effect freezing temperatures have 
had on the Florida orange crop. 
. She said consumers can substitute 
whole oranges or other fruits to obtain 
natural sources of vitamin C. 

The professor said a half-cup of 
_orangeJucc contains all the dally 
allowance of the vitamin, but a whole" 
orange — like those from Texas or 
California — provides 10 percent 
more than required. 

She recommends consumers "rend 
labels on" cans" and they can ftnd_ 
other substitutes in the form of other 
Juices. She said green, leafy vegeta- 
bles like broccoli and turnip greens 
provide Vitamin C and so will a whole 
potato baked with its skin, 

Dr. Kramer said the big problem 
could be later when minor shortages 
could occur and prices might increase 
dramatically. But even then, she said, 
the problem should: not be severe 
because only about 20 percent of the 
crop was involved. 

"We won't see a big shortage im- 
mediately because most of this year's 
crop has already been processed," 
she said. "There could be spot short- 
ages caused by hoarding or a decision 
— on-Uiepart of distributors to hold back 
supplies r ■

■ burden a family's budget at the pres-- - 
- ent time in order to buy large amounts 
. o( orange juco."-.-

European '

Savoy cabbage, also known as curly 
cabbage, has come, to-market in 
abundance In recent weeks. It's one of 
the most unusual varieties of the 
cabbage family and a truly European 
vegetable. Its origins go Sack to the 
southern shores of Europe, but It used 
lo grow wild thousands of years ago 
from England to as far east as Den- 
mark. 

Although It may be new to many , 
Americans, savoy cabbage Is one of '

family. Its almost crimped leaves 
form a head that Is usually not much 
"firmer than iceberg Ietluce.;When 1 
was a child in Transylvania, the 
surest sign of wealth, or lack of it, was 
the type of cabbage a family ate. The 
hard, white heads of sugar-loaf cab- 
bage, or flat winter cabbage, stuffed 
or embellished with smoked sausage 
and ham, were the fare of the 
well-to-do, Savoy cabbage was the 
staple of the poor. 

Our family must have fallen some- 
where in the middle, because I re- 
member both -varieties of cabbage 
well. Christmas and other big holi- 
days meant stuffed cabbage. But 
Sunday dinner was more likely to be 
savoy cabbage with pork cakes. The 
two always seemed to be together on 
the menu, and even today, when I pick 
up a couple of heads- of savoy cab- 
bage, I immediately look for a pound 
package of ground meat, half pork 
and half beef, or for a pound of ground 
pork to make meat cakes. 

If you're looking for a very tasty, 
but not heavy, easy-to-prepare budget 
meal, try this unbeatable combina- 
tlon.

This is a new attitude. for Utah, a 
thinly populated and socially very 
conservative state where the popula- 
tion is 70 percent Mormon.

A spokesman for Boeing said the 
Natio nal Aerqnautics_and J>pace_Ad^ 
mirflst rat ion's Johnson Space Center 
in Houston. Texas, has entered into a 
ono-year, woo.ooo contract with Boe- 
ing to conduct the study. 

The spokesman said the most im- 
portant change in NASA's thinking 
. involves using a Jow. Earth orbit as an 
operational staging point for other 
space ventures. 

With the impending launch of the 
space shuttle, which will be re- 

-pcatedly-founelied-mid-lfltided-rollier- 
than being discarded after each flight, 
the idea of NASA constructing space 
stations has moved closer to reality. • , 
"At first, the shuttle itself will serve 
as a staging base," the spokesman 
said.

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Hayes mum about incident 
during visit to Jacksonville 




JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (UPI) - Woody Hayes 
returned to the scene or his downfall Monday night, 
but there wasn't a word from the former Ohio State* 
football coach about the Gator Bowl incident that got 
him fired. 

Hayes spoke to the Jacksonville Quarterback Club 
for one hour about everything from football to politics 
to inflation, but studiously avoided any mention of the 
eventsof Dec. 29. 1978. 

On that night,- before a nationwide television 
audience, Hayes struck Clemson linebacker Charlie 
Bauman after Bauman intercepted an Ohio State pass 
in the closing minutes of the Gator Bowl game to 
ensure a Clemson victory, 17-15. 
The next day. Ohio Slate officials announced the 

firing-oHlayesr^ho-hadTOmpiled-a-^ 

in 28 years as Buckeye coach, including three national 
and 13 Big Ten championships. 

Only half-jokingly, Hayes alluded to the ineligibility 
problems uncovered recently in the Southern Cal and 
UCLA football programs. 
"I kept wondering why it got tougher and tougher to 



win out there in the Rose Bowl each year," he said. 
"My gosh, they used 330 ineligible athletes during the 
'70s."hesaid. 

While he was at Ohio State, Hayes said, "not one 
dollar was spent illegally and we were completely 
clean. Of course, nobody ever hears about that." 

Hayes sajd.a cover of Newsweek magazine last fall 
showing a college football helmet full of money and a 
college Jersey with a dollar sign for a number "really 
burned meup." 

There were flashes of Hayes' old antagonism 
toward the media. 

When a television cameraman - adjusted a 
micro phone on his pod ium. Haves explode d, 

"Are you taking ainHIsI Sown?'' heasked. "Don't 
use it without my permission, you hear me? I came 
here to talk to these people, not the radio. I don't owe 
those (media) people a damn thing." 

Hayes, now 68, entertained no questions from the 
audience and effectlvely^TKKod^epbrrers^atrelnpls 
at direct interviews.
